Again the librarians of the nation have 


demonstrated their consciousness of wide 
responsibility along with their fundamental 
job of collecting and circulating books. Their 
national association's 72nd annual confer- 
ence in Los Angeles promulgated a declara- 
tion of principle, supporting complete free- 
dom in the circulation of books and de- 
nouncing efforts to limit literary expres- 
sion and enquiry, as inimical to democracy. 
A separate action criticized the State De- 
partment's har.diinj; of the situation abroad 
and threatened to cease participating in the 
foreign program if 
full 
literary 
freedom 


weren't restored. 


This manifesto, entitled "The Freedom to 


Bead" was at once endorsed by some 30 
notables in the fields of education and 
literature, and this moved the association to 
seek endorsemqnt from citizen groups over 
the country. It enjoined on publishers and 
librarians 
the 
responsibility 
of making 


available the widest diversity of views and 
expressions, including the unorthodox and 
unpopular with the majority; and contested 
encroachment on the people's freedom by 
persons or groups seeking to impose then- 


own standards or tastes on the community 
at large. 


While urging vigorous enforcement of the 


laws against obscenity, the librarians took 
the stand that "there is no place in our so- 
ciety for extra-legal efforts to coerce the 
taste of others, to confine adults to reading 
matter deemed suitable for adolescents, or 
to inhibit the efforts of writers to achieve 
artistic expression." 


There is nothing here that isn't inherent 


in the American theory dating back to 1776 
and beyond. The rally of the librarians 
against dangers brought on by circumstance, 
their stand that few books are capable of 
doing as much harm as the circumscribing 
of the right to read any book, is a demon- 
stration of true democracy by a thoughtful 
group of public servants.

Salvaging Human Material 


Of all the incidental values emanating from 


World War 11, or brought mtp being sooner 
by it, none approaches the great human sal- 
vaging operation that has continued unin- 
terrupted since that tune. 
11 not only con- 


tinues but grows, a Wall Street Journal sur- 
vey discloses, with new centers springing 
up in San Francisco, in New York, and at 
Intermediate points. 
And even more im- 


pressive than the number of persons treated 
is the high degree of their rehabilitation. A 
typical case involves a skilled lineman who 
while atop a pole brushed a live wire with 
his head. 
He suffered third degree burns 


and lost both arms just below the elbows. 


This man's employer sent him to be re- 


habilitated M an institution maintained by 
his insurance company. 
Kitted with arti- 


ficial arms, he was taught to dress himself, 
light'a cigaretle, drive a car and use tools. 
Seven months after the accident he was 
back on the job as line foreman. 
This is 


of course an outstanding case, but by no 
means isolated. Every year several thou- 
sand persons are hurt on the job. A few/ 
years ago they would have been written off 
as permanent casualties. 
Today most of 


them return to work, on their original job 
or some other. The humanitarian implica- 
tions' of this project are incalculable. 
At 


other levels It ekes out Iho national man 
power, and saves insurance companies and 
some employers sizable sums in disability 
payments. 


Insurance companies have a stake in this 


work, for through 
compensation policies 


they lay out a big share of the $200 million 
consumed every year in medical care of the 
injured. 
Several found themselves in the 


red on this operation last year and the 
year before. 
A more far-sighted compnnv 


Bet up its own center in 1SI43 and in its 


first decade spent a quarter million dollars 
in reluming paraplegics to work, instead of 
paying out $1.4 million for medical care and 
disability benefits. 


Insurance companies are unanimous in 


reporting that persons returning to work 
after such an experience are consistently 
better at their jobs, reduce absenteeism and 
turnover, and produce more than they did 
before. 
On'e institute director has never 


been able to keep up with the demand for 
his graduates. At all of them, patients aie 
encouraged to believe in themselves and 
take pride in their renewed abilities, an im- 
poltant item in their spiritual recovery. 
On the side, many institutions also treat 
children and aged persons, housewives and 
others whose immediate object isn't return 
to 
3 job. 
Voluntary contributions help 


carry this important service. 
A Brave Woman 


Helen Keller returned the other day from 


a trip to Latin America with an old ambi- 
tion fulfilled. 
This extraordinary woman, 


deaf and blind since childhood, drea-ned 
of pleading the cause of the blind on every 
continent. And now she has done it. Within 
the past few years she has visited Africa 
and the Orient; the journey she undertook 
on April 30 included Brazil, Chile, Peru, 
Panama and Mexico. As a direct result of 
her visit, new schools for blind and deaf 
children are to be built in Santiago de 
Chile, blind workers are lo be trained and 
employed in Brazilian industry, teaching of 
the Ullnd is to be improved in Rio de 
Janeiro, and a Braille printing plant to 
serve Central America will be set up in 
Mexico. 
It was quite incidental lo Miss 


Keller's tour that the governments of Chile, 
Peru and Brazil decorated her. 


New Premier Is Versatile 


For 
their 
19th postwar premier 
the 


French people have chosen a man of varied 
experience and proven capabilities. Joseph 
Lamel, a textile manufacturer and long 
time Normany farmer, is a member of the 
Independent party, a small rightist group. 
Needing 314 votes in the National assembly, 
he polled 398. Four of the seven invited 
before him to take tho helm were defeated 
in the voting, \vhilc the others refused to 
try because their prospects weren't Rood. 


Although a minister in several postwar 


cabinets, Lamel has hold no very high ex- 
ecutive office, and this fact is expected to 
work in his favor. It allows htm to approach 
problems that have* hopelessly divided the 
Assembly, unhampered hy past actions 01 
even public declarations. 


By nature a staunch eonserv a live, the 


new premier has not been impermeable to 
the Left, and was in fact a Minister of State 
in Fanre's left-of-rcnter cabinet. "Until the 
late war he was strictly on the conservative 
side. Two tenures of the Assembly vice

first hand 


knowledge of its problems, and in that ca- 
pacity and .is n Minister of Slate he has 
been one of France's notable public men,

What Is Foreign Aid?

A well-known congressman not given to 


exaggeration rendered the private opinion 
tha other day that, ns long as anything like 
the present scale of foreign aid continues, 
there will not be and cannot be a balanced 
budget. It is an interesting co- 
incidence 
that 
even 
if the 
President gets his tax propos- 
als, the deficit will be almost 
exactly as much as is now con- 
templated for "foreign aid." 


The term "foieign aid" cov- 


ers an innnite \aiiety of serv- 
ices and, if you would believe 
some people, a multitude of 
sins. 
It may clarify some of the 


confusion that exists to specify 
the gifts, loans and services included in 
this all-embracing term. Even so, a goodly 
part of the mystery will survive because 
of the thoroughly dishonest way that the 
Roosevelt and Truman Administrations had 
of misusing names. 


The moat barefaced of all frauds was 
to call the aid we rave beginning In 1941 
"l«nd-left»e." It was neither lending nor 
leasing. F.D.R, said it was like lending 
your neighbor a garden hose to put out a 
fire. That was to sweeten the pill and. as 
the case with most of Roosevelt's pills, it 
wsa swallowed without even a drink of 
wat'ir. The neighbor never dreamed of 
returning the hose. 
No doubt, F.D.R. had no thought of le- 
covcring it. Now the hose is being used for 
all sons of things other than putting out 
a fire. Lend-lease was still being given 
in 1952. 
Then there were "civilian supply grants," 
the UNRRA, the post-UNRRA, and "interim 
aid."

The rest has been ex- 
pended In two rather distinct periods— 
pre-Korea, $28,186,000,000, and post-Ko- 
rea, $9,916,000,000. 
In 1945-1950, the major purposes were 


relief, recovery and economic development. 
.Alter Korea, military aid became predom- 
inant. 


In a most interesting summary of our for- 


eign aid programs made by the Tax Foun- 
dation, the pertinent comment is made that 
any appraisal of the value of this aid is 
impossible because we have been "trading 
veiy tangible aid for intangible return'!." 


Nobody can prove the extent to which 


Kuropean recovery h»> been due to this aid. 
Europe has recovered before, but perhaps 
never so rapidly from so low a status. In 
any event, there has been recovery to a 
degiee where, aside fro:n military aid and 
limited technical assistance, the wisdom of 
the further extension of.

then 


surely that time has long passed. 
A country docs not grow great 
and strong by 
keeping vital 


information from its people. A 
country does not remain free 
and intelligent, it such infor- 
mation is reserved for the very 
few who govern the people. A 
government does not remain re- 
sponsive and accountable to its 
people if it is able to withhold 
such 
information 
indefinitely 


from the people. 
These are truisms that Abra- 


ham Lincoln recognized and re- 
spected. He felt that 
honesty 
and morality in international re- 
lations required thai such facts 
be made available to the people. 
And so, in 1861, he began the 
publication of Foreign Relations 
of the United States in the form 
of annual volumes which made 
public the 
diplomatic 
corre- 


spondence of the Department of 
Stale.

Coronary Thrombosis and Exertion

Many older men have on idea that sudden 
exertion, such as a short run for a bus or the 
carrying of a couple of suitcases up a ramp, or 
some' digging in the garden, or the changing 
of a fiat tire, is likely to bring a heart attack. 


Of course, it can, and 1 re- 
member cases in which it 
did. But recently, Dr. J. L. 
Ilichardson (Georgia Medical 
Association 
Journal) 
ques- 


tioned 96 persons who had 
suffered a heart attack to see 
if there had been any un- 
usual activity or strain just 
before the pain came. 


Curiously, in only three out 


of the 100 attacks which the 
96 patients had suffered had 
there been 
unusual exertion 


just before the pain came. 
One of the men was lifting a heavy object out . 
of his car, but he had done it many times 
before without trouble. His next attack carne at 
2 in the morning, and wakened—him out of 
sleep. 


Another man was walking up a steep grade 


when his first attack came; his second attack 
came while he was lying quietly in bed; his 
third came while he was having a heated argu- 
ment, but heated arguments were common with 
him. 


These .studies of Dr. Richardson agree with 


those of Dr. Master, a prominent heart con- 
sultant, and they all make it clear that attacks 
of coronary thrombosis can come at any time 
of day or night, even when the patient is not 
exercising. This, of course, does not mean that 
the man who has a narrow coronary 
artery 


should try to change a tire on a hot day!

Also, the poor doctor lives in 
daily fear of having some plain-clothes man 
come in to see if he can entice him into giving 
an excuse without adequate cause, and perhaps 
for a tip. Compliance in such a case could give 
him a one-way ride to jail.

In the last few months case after case has 


been reported of death or serious illness fol- 
lowing the use of phenylbutazone, now some- 
times given to arthritics. Practically every doc.- 
tor who has used the drug has reported that 
about 1 person in 4 has had trouble taking it, 
often because of nausea or vomiting or other 
even more alarming symptoms. 
In a recent number of the Journal or the 
American Medical Association, Dr. John M. 
Johnston reported that he had tried the drug 
in 7 cases, in all of which the patient de- 
veloped within 10 or 20 days some dropsy 
or a fillins-up of the tissues with water. In 
one case the abdomen filled with water, and 
in 2 the lungs filled up so badly that the pa- 
tient nearly died. So far as relief went, only 
one patient got a good result, and he had gout. 
The others' got very little for their discomfort •' 
and danger.

I write this note because it obviously is im- 


portant that persons suffering with arthritis 
know that they had better not take this drug 
for any long period oi time and they must not 
take it unless a physician is watching its ef- 
fects. Even then death can come suddenly be- 
cause of a rapid destruction of the white cells 
of the blood.

"I'm not sure I can do that," declared King, 
"but in my opinion the particles that result 
from an A-bomb explosion are' not suited in 
shape or in other ways to nucleate clouds or 
cause precipitation. The energy released from 
an atomic explosion is' only a small fraction of 
the energy involved in even an ordinary storm. 
It's extremely doubtful that atomic explosions 
are in any way causing the tornadoes we have 
been experiencing. However, it is possible that 
the atomic explosions have contributed in a 


small way to creating turbulent atmospheric 
conditions." 


"But you really don't know whether that is 


so or not," asked Sikes. "It's just a conjecture." 
"No more than that," agreed King. "We still 
have a great deal to learn about these matters."
